NURSING SISTERS FOR ALL PRISONS. 

We heartily endorse the recommendations of 
the Penal Reform League (68a Parkhill Road, 
London, N.W.8) to the Home Office that women 
should serve in an administrative capacity in con- 
nection with women’s prisons, not only on the 
Prison Commission, but as prison governors, 
medical officers, and nursing sisters. The last 
is, of course, specially interesting to us, and we 
hope that it will not be long before “specially 
selected nursing sisters’’ are “employed in all 
prisons.’’ The presence of women in the courts 
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where women and children are being tried or 
examined as witnesses, and the undesirability of 
asking women to leave the court when men un- 
connected with the court or the case are allowed 
to remain, are also recommended.

SALARIES AT LIVERPOOL ROYAL INFIRMARY. 

THE committee of Liverpool Royal Infirmar 
after considering the question of the salaries 
the nursing staff, have granted the following 
creases to take effect from April lst: Probatione:

fourth year, £30; fifth year, £35, plus 10 per cent

£70. We note that the ward sisters’ salaries 
already been raised last year, and that the t 
special sisters have always had £50 a year. 

L.c.c. MENTAL HOSPITAL SALARIES. 

\r the meeting of the L.C.C. on Tuesday 
Asylums Committee submitted a lengthy rey 
re the seale of pay to the members of the ten 
nursing staffs at the various mental hospit 
under their control. They point out that altho 
the remuneration of the nurses was improved 
some extent in 1913, the improvement has 
resulted in attracting a sufficient number of 
able candidates to the service, and the staf 
nurses at some of the mental hospitals is 1 
depleted. The Committee submit 
following revised scale: head nurse (day or night 
£52~—L£60: special charge nurse, £44—£50; 
class nurse and night nurse, £36—£42: second 
nurse on confirmation after twelve mont 
£28-£34; probationer nurse for twelve months 
until confirmation, £24. 

REWARDED AT LAST! 

THosE district nurses who have resisted t 
temptation to leave their patients and offer ther 
selves for war service are to have their reward 
At the annual meeting of the Kent County Nurs- 
ing Association the hon. secretary said the Minist 
of Pensions had asked them to obtain the cons 
f all their affiliated districts to undertake 
nursing of discharged disabled soldiers within th 
areas at agreed rates of payment.

GENIUS AND TUBERCULOSIS. 
VARRIER-JONES, Acting Tuberculosis Officer 
mbridgeshire, lecturing recently on “Genius 
l'uberculosis ’’ to the local N.U.T.N., said it 
urprising how many of those whose influence 
terature and art had been widespread and 
erful had frail bodies which were the site of 
‘reculosis.

“ URGENT PUBLIC NECESSITY.” 

‘“A MEASURE of urgent public necessity’’ is the 
way Dr. Addison, Minister of Reconstruction, 
described the Ministry of Health in reply to a 
deputation recently. Important negotiations, 
Dr. Addison said, were concluded just before 
Easter, and he hoped to present his proposals to 
Government “as soon as the present crisis in the 
fortunes of the nation’s armies had become less 
acute.”’ 

U.S. HOSPITAL STANDARDISATION. 

AT an important and representative conlerence 
of the American College of Surgeons, in Chicago, 
it was decided (1) to appoint a committee of repre- 
sentative medical men as a consulting body for 
the preparation and carrying out of plans of 
sheniadihentine under the direction of the C College ; 
(2) a general committee in each State; (3) in- 
spection of the hospitals of the country by trained 
men working under a definite questionaire and 
schedule to be prepared by the ceneral committee ; 
(4) the tabulation and publication of the results 
of these inspections under the auspices of the 
American College of Surgeons. All the hospitals 
will receive a statement of the scope - sr > work 
proposed, and will be invited to take are in 
a great co-operative programme directed procs 
better hospital conditions. The basis of the plan, 
says the Modern Hospital, is that it shall be “an 
evolution of steady and inspiring headway among 
hospitals.’’ In the course of the discussion Dr. 
Henry S. Sherk spoke of the California eight- 
hour nursing law, made necessary, in his opinion, 
by the “flagrant abuses of pupil nurses,’’ some 
of whom were compelled to work eighteen to 
twenty hours, and said it was a mistake that the 
law did not provide for the employment of pupil 
nurses as “specials,’’ much value in their educa- 
tion being lost on this account. In reply to Dr 
R. W. Corwin, Miss Goodrich said she thought 
that such studies as chemistry, anatomy, physio- 
logy, and household economics should be taught 
in the high schools before the pupil went into the 
hospital, and that very many things ought to be 
taught the girls in their own homes; if that were 
done the pupils would be very much better able 
to apply their knowledge in their hospital work. 
For instance, she thought that dietetics should not 
be taught as a detached three months’ course in 
the hospital, but that it should run throughout 
the pupil’s training, having relation all the time 
to the employment of special feeding in the treat- 
ment and cure of hospital patients.

‘vases of gout. Orange wine is occasionally 
n as a mild bitter tonic. Non-official medi- 
1 wines are generally made with port, and 
largely advertised. The laity have great faith 

n them, but personally we consider that where 
wine is indicated it is preferable to prescribe a 
pure, unmedicated form of known quality. 
Nurses should never encourage the use of alco- 
holic beverages of any kind by female patients, 
as indulgence in them during illness not uncom- 
monly leads on to their abuse later. 

The oils of the British Pharmacopeia are 
largely obtained by expression from the seeds 
and leaves of plants, and number about thirty- 
six in all. The best known are castor oil, croton 
oil (which is a very active purgative, given in 
one minim doses to unconscious patients), oil of

The last two, as well 
as oil of copaiba, have long had a reputation as 
remedies for gonorrhea. Then we have olive oil, 
linseed oil, cod-liver oil (the only official animal 
oil), oil of peppermint, oil of mustard, eucalyptus 
oil, oil of wintergreen (which is a favourite remedy 
in cases of rheumatism), and oil of cade (used in 
the treatment of certain skin affections). Vola- 
tile oils, like oil of turpentine and oil of euca- 
lyptus, are more or less antiseptic, and possess, 
in addition, distinct aromatic properties which are 
of great value in disease. 

The remaining pharmacopeial preparations dé 
not call for more than a very brief reference, 
though some of them are very important, and 
must be kept in mind. 

An acetum or vinegar is made with acetic acid. 
The most important is the vinegar of squills, 
which is found more frequently in English hos- 
pital pharmacopejas than in those of hospitals 
north of the Tweed. 

A balsam consists of a mixture of oils and 
resins. That of tolu is occasionally prescribed. 
The so-called “Friar’s Balsam”’ is really the 
compound tincture of benzoin. 

A collodion is a preparation well known to 
nurses in the form of flexile collodion, which is 
used to seal up small cuts or wounds 

A confection is a preparation of honey-like con- 
sistence. The two most commonly used are the 
confections of senna and sulphur, both of which 
are valuable as laxatives. Being sweet, they are 
pleasant and readily taken. 

A decoction is a preparation of a vegetable 
made by boiling the drug in water for a definite 
period. The decoction thus differs from an in- 
fusion, as the “latter is made, as already 
explained, by pouring boiling water on the drug. 
There are very few decoctions in the British 
Pharmacopeeia. Of these only two are probably 
ever prescribed—namely, the compound decoction 
of aloes useful in cases of chronic constipation, 
and the decoction of logwood occasionally em- 
ployed in the treatment of diarrhea along with 
other remedies_of a similar nature. 

A disc (or lamella) is made with gelatine 
Four of these are official, and all of them are 
used for application to the eye. Three of these 
dilate the pupil, viz., those of atropine, homatro- 
pine, and cocaine, while one contracts it—the 
lamella of physostigmine. 

A mel (or honey) is but seldom used. Honey, 
as such, is official and also combined with borax, 
as honey of borax, which may be employed in 
inflammatory conditions of the mouth.

On a cold Might a fire in one’s hut bed- 
room (and huts can be very cold and draughty) 
makes all the difference to one’s mental outlook, 
and, therefore, to one’s output of work, and I 
was surprised to hear someone speak of fires in 
the nurses’ “extravagance.’”’ 

Rations in clever hands can be made to yield 
quite a varied dietary; “ Bully ’’ can be made up 
in many ways; “ Maconochie’’ can be made into 
scup, an important part of the chief meal of the 
day. Tea after the mid-day meal is the rule. 
The feeding of the nursing staff is quite as im- 
portant as the feeding of the Army, and this fact 
is everywhere recognised. It is bound, I think, 
to have a healthy effect on hospital life generally 
after the war, and I hope we shall hear no more 
in the future of poor food and hurried meals and 
consequent digestive troubles. 

Warm clothing (including a sports coat) and 
good strong field-boots are very necessary, for the 
cold is often intense and the camps are often 
muddy, and even duck-boards are not impervious 
to puddles or guaranteed not to have a hole some- 
where. In winter the snow lies deep on the bleak 
heights, and there are no hedges in France tc 
break its force, though there are lots of trees 

Queen Alexandra’s beautiful fur capes are the 
vreatest possible boon to the Army Sisters, and 
were in constant use when I was in France. I 
know how warm they are, because I went 
“home ’’ in one myself one night! 

The recreational side of the nurse’s life ‘x 
another very important thing, and everywhere the 
sitting-room is the special care of the Matron, 
who likes her staff to have something pretty to 
look at in the way of curtains and cushion covers 
and pictures, plenty of easy chairs to rest in, a 
piano, books, magazines, and newspapers. I think I 
saw more copies of “Sonia ’’ in France than of any 
other modern novel, but, as a rule, war books are 
eschewed, and something that will make one for- 
get the tragedy is more to the point.

TREATMENT OF NERVE INJUKIES 
Dr. Stroprorp’s Lecrure (Concluded) 


Other Treatment.—Where the patient had some time to 
wait for the operation, due to the sepsis of the wound, 
considerable relief would be derived from (1) isolation, 
(2) elevation, (3) application of cold lead and opium to 
distal part. 

Where the wound was very septic the surgeon was 
often driven to injection of alcohol to block the impulse 
This was done by getting well above the suppuration, 
cutting into the nerve, and injecting, though complete 
paralysis would ensue for possibly eight or nine months 
Another form of injection which had been experimented 
upon and from which satisfactory results had followed 
was an injection of urea and quinine. Dr. Stopford, 
however, wished to lay no emphasis on this treatment, 
although he hoped and thought it might eventually be 
generally used and prove satisfactory. This also caused 
paralysis, but with the advantage of a much shorter 
period, namely, for nine or ten days. 

Functional Disability was not due to any organic in 
jury to the nerve, muscle, or bone; it was characterised by 
loss of power, but no wasting, and reacted to electrical 
stimulation. 

Causation.—Divided into two factors. (1) Preparation 
of mind, namely, psychogenic, due to conditions of daily 
life. Dr. Stopford dealt with the men in the trenches 
who were affected in this way, the conditions being 
brought on through lack of food and sleep, visual im 
pressions, being faced hourly with the possibility of in 
stant death, etc., all these preparing the mind for func- 
tional conditions. (2) Bodily injury. Where the patient 
has been injured slightly in a certain limb, and at once 
cuts this limb off entirely from his mind and gets it 
into a state of sub-consciousness. 

Treatment.—In the first place it was ne essary to gain 
the absolute confidence of the patient; to convince him 
that he had a complaint and that it could be cured 

Cure of Disability.—To bring the limb into conscious 
ness was carried out by the faradic battery, which pro 
duced a tingling sensation, and the anesthesia suddenly 
disappeared. Absolute concentration on the part of the 
patient was essential, and it was wise to begin with the 
unaffected side. Another useful stimulus was to have a 
patient of the same type recovering in the same ward: 
this was the greatest possible help.

Syphilis if untreated causes serious illness and in- 
capacity of the mother; every organ of the body may be 
infected ; it may lead to death, insanity, blindness, and 
is a common cause of sterility, miscarriages, stillborn, or 
weakly children. 

Syphilis affects the general nutrition of the infant “in 
utero’’; it is usually puny and café-au-lait colour; the 
mucous membranes are affected; the infant snuffles ; the 
lips become fissured and the mouth sore; a rash may 
appear which is commonly described as similar in colour 
to lean ham. The liver is unusually large; the infant, if 
untreated, wastes, and digests badly; the stools are often 
green; sores may appear round the anus and genitals; 
the cry is shrill. 

I should endeavour to protect myself and others from. 
this contagious disease by filling in the form for send- 
ing for medical help, and urgently advising the 
patient to go to a doctor or hospital for immediate 
advice and treatment. I should if possible see that the 
directions given her were carried out. I should warn 
her of the possibility of her illness being contagious, and 
tell her of the necessity for keeping all things used by 
her strictly apart from those used by other members of 
the household. 

In order to protect myself I should avoid vaginal 
examinations, and wear boiled rubber gloves well greased 
with calomel ointment or glycerine of- perchloride of mer- 
cury for the vulval toilet.
